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STASSEN’S A-BOMB: PLAN 

| ONE OF THE MOST sensational stories to “leak” 
out of Washington in many a moon is the news that Harold 
E. Stassen, the President’s special assistant for disarmament, 
has drafted a plan for universal halting of production of 
atomic and hydrogen bombs, halting of all tests, adoption 
of an “early warning” system, and reduction of non-atomic 
forces. | 

Equally important is the news that Stassen drafted his 
plan well before. Geneva, but that it was not put forward 
there because of the opposition of the Pentagon and the 
State Department. , 

Instead of the Stassen plan, the President put forward 
the blueprint and aerial inspection plan, which side-stepped 
the question of a ban on atomic weapons, Of this plan, 
sponsored by Nelson S. Rockefeller, the President's special 
assistant on “psychological warfare,” a N.Y. Times dispatch 
now says: : 

“A basic objection to the President’s proposal is that 
it would cut across a British-French plan, accepted by the 
Soviet Union, to set up close inter-relation between reduc- 
ticn in non-atomic forces and steps to prohibit atomic 
weapons. 

Despite Pentagon and State Department objections, 
the Soviet Union and Britain and France have been draw- 
ing closer on the crucial disarmament questions. Stassen’s 
proposal is evidently in line with this growing agreement. 

The fact that there now exists this difference in Ad- 
ministration ranks on such a crucial question, is testimony 
to the world-wide horror over the possibility of nuclear 
warfare and to the insistence that real steps be taken to pre- 
vent it. This moment, when the anniversary of Hiroshima 
is on the minds of millions, and with the UN to consider 
shortly the Geneva directive on disarmament, is the time 
- to press upon eee the need for agreement on some 
plan along the line of Stassen’s. 


END ROBESON BARRIER 


IT WAS President Eisenhower who said at Geneva 
two weeks ago that all barriers to communication, travel 
' and information between nations would have to be re- 

moved. It did not matter, the President said, whether 
these barriers were laws, regulations or guns. And this has 
been followed up by the establishment within the U. S. 
Department of State of an agency to handle cultural ex- 
change between the Soviet Union and the U. S. 

But Paul Robeson, the actor and baritone, is still de- 
snied a passport and refused the right to travel anywhere 
Outside the U. S. except Canada. Moreover Robeson, whose 
voice and prowess as an actor is admired by millions, is 
denied the right to sing in U. S. concert halls or act on the 
American stage or screen. 

The continued refusal by the State Department to is- 
sue. Robeson’s passport not only beclouds the Administra- 
tion's position of peace, but it exposes it to the accusation 
of special treatment for Negroes. In the present atmos-~ 

ere of cold war thaw, it has become clear to all that the 
Iding of Robeson by the State Department in virtual 
“house arrest” is against the best interests of the U. S. 
And the State Department should hear from-the citizens 
who agree with President Eisenhower on abolishing 
barriers between peoples.
